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FDR Permits 
Debt LimiteBill 


Io Become Law 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—(4) 
President Roosevelt, permitting 
the debt limitation bill and its sal- 
aries rider to become law with- 


out his signature “in order to 
avoid embarrassment to our war 
financing program,” today con- 
demned congress’ “ill-considered 
action” in permitting salaries to 
continue on their 1942 basis and 
called upon the lawmakers anew 
to impose a special war supertax 
holding every individual’s net in- 
come to $25,000. 

The bill, besides raising the na- 
tional debt limit from $125,00C,- 
000,000 to $210,000,000,000, _ re- 
scinds Mr. Roosevelt's executive 
order forbidding salaries above 
$25,000 after taxes. It replaces the 
executive order with a law pro- 
hibiting the government from cut- 
ting any wages and salaries below 
the highest leve! they reached be- 
tween January 1 and September 
15, 1942. 

In a bristling statement assert- 
ing he could not veto the bill be- 
cause of the war financing pro- 
gram, which already has carried 
the national debt to a point near 
the old $125,000,000,000 limitztion, 
Mr. Roosevelt declared congress 
has failed to recognize that “the 
essence of stabilization is that each 
should sacrifice for the benefit of 
all.” 

Congress, he observed, has au- 
thorized drafting of men at $600 
a year “but has refused to au- 
thorize” reduced salaries for civil-

Surging Ahead 
20 Miles a Day 


By DANIEL DE LUCE. 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, April 11.—(4)— 
Armored spearheads of a converg- 
ing Allied offensive threatened 
imminent capture of both Sousse, 
70 miles south of Tunis, and Kai- 
rouan, to the southwest, as Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel pulled his 


battered Axis armies into the 
“strong box” of hills in the north- 
ern tip of Tunisia today. 

General Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery’s Eighth Army vanguard 
passed through La Hencha, 25 
miles north of Sfax, last night, 
maintaining the dusty clip of 
more than 20 miles a day since 
the fall of the Axis El Akarit posi- 
tions, reports from the front said. 
This column, slashing through 
rearguard enemy armor along an 
inland road that passes through 
El Djem, was less than 50 miles 
from the port of Sousse. 

To the northwest American, 
British and French tanks and men 
poured through the Fondouk gap 
after clearing Germans and Ital- 
ians out of that mountain gateway, 
fanned out on the coastal plain 
and swept forward toward the 
Arab holy city of Kairouan, 34 
miles west and south of Sousse. 

Rear Cut Off. 

Allied armor, in hot pursuit of 
the enemy, got within 10 mes of 
Kairouan last night. Any Axis 
rearguards scattered along the 
Grand Dorsal range between Fon- 


douk and Faid passes were cut) 
off by Allied troops surrounding | 


Allied forces in the Kairouan 
area in effect had outflanked any 
of the enemy south of Sousse. 

This stream of Allied force was 
nearing a junction with another 
British Eighth Army column 
which drove on Kairouan from the 
south and left Rommel’s Faid Pass 
stronghold far behind on its left 
flank. 

(A Reuters dispatch from 
Allied headquarters said this 
column was within 15 miles of 
Kairouan, An Algiers radio 
broadcast heard by Reuters 
said American forces were 
within 10 miles of Kairouan.) 

(A French communique 
broadcast by the Algiers radio 
and recorded by the Associat- 
ed Press in London § said 
French troops had _ forged 
through a defile east of Ous- 
seltia “which commands ac- 
cess to the plain from the 
Ousseltia-Kairouan road” and 
that reconnaissance troops op- 
erating southeastward from 
the Djebel Ousseltia had ap- 
proached to within about 15 
miles of Kairouan. 

British Clip Bulge. 

(A three-way pincer move- 
ment against Kdirouan was 
thus indicated. German moun- 
tain positions were reported 
captured north of Pichon. The 
communique said about 500 
prisoners and important quan- 
tities of war materiel had been 
captured.) 

The British First Army in the

By LEWIS HAWKINS, 
LONDON, April 11.—(4)—The 
Russians joined the general aerial 
offensive against the Axis last 
night with a raid on the east Prus- 
Sian capital of Koenigsberg, and 
the RAF pounded southwestern 
Germany after a daylight attack 
on the southern Italian port of 
Naples by American Liberators 
from African bases. 

“Our planes raided Koenigsberg 
and bombed many industrial and 
military objectives,” the Moscow 
radio announced tonight in a 
broadcast recorded by the Soviet 
radio monitor. “Large fires and 
explosions were observed. All our 
planes returned safely.” . 

_It was the first announced Rus- 

Sian raid on eastern Germany, 
where targets are beyond the prac- 
tical range of British and Ameri- 
can bombers, in several months. 
Berlin announced the attack sev- 
eral hours, before Moscow but did 
not specify much-bombed Koe- 
nigsberg as the Soviet target. 

Official reports disclosed a fresh 
daylight attack on Naples yester- 
day and on other Italian targets 
in Sardina and Sicily from Afri- 
can bases, and raids on unspeci- 
fied targets in southwest Ger- 
many by British planes based on 
England. 

The air ministry said heavy 
clouds obscured results in Ger- 
many. In the German attacks and 
in mine laying operations in ene 
my waters, 18 bombers were lust. 
‘The British shot down three Ger- 
man night fighters. 

Previously the Russians had re- 
ported only a few raids on Ger- 
many towns in East Prussia. Some 
air observers in London are in- 
clined to draw a parallel between 
this and the fact that the British 
bombing assault required almost 
three years to get well started.

More on Farm Labor 

According to the two officials who should 
be in best position to know, the problem of farm 
labor for this year is just about solved. 

Man-Power Commissioner Paul McNutt, in 
a press interview last Monday, predicted the 
farm labor supply will be entirely adequate, 
not only for plowing, planting and cultivating, 
but likewise for the harvesting. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard, testifying 
before the Senate Appropriations Committee, 
said a movement of workers back to the soil, 
from industry, has begun. This he attributed 
to the new deferred status as to selective serv- 
ice which has been granted to farm workers. 

Backing: the opinion of McNutt were devel- 
opments which include plans for importation of 
10.900 Jamaican farm workers into this country, 
provision that old-age pensioners above 65 
could engage in farm work without jeopardizing 
their rights to benefit payments, beginning of 
the organization of a “land army” of urban 
residents and other factors. 

Though there has been much wild oratory 
about dangers of starvation because of lack of 


labor to produce and harvest food crops this 


year, sane observers have never doubted the 
problem would be met when the time came. 
This confidence now appears to have been 
well-founded. There are, it seems, enough 
people in this country to grow the crops and 
to run the war factories, too. 

As a matter of fact, there is still a large 
reservoir of available labor. There are the mil- 
lion unemployed,. classed as the irreducible 
minimum of unemployables, and there is the 
considerable supply of man hours of work that 
could be tapped by stoppage of ‘“featherbed- 
ding,” and “made work” practices still enforced 
in many industries through contracts with 
labor unions, althongh the shortage of jobs 
which inspired the practices has long since 
disappeared.

Air Power Attrition 


Confident in the reliability of our own oOffi- 
cial communiques from the different war 
fronts, it is evident that the day is approach- 
ing, with accelerated speed, when we shall 
have the dominance of the air wherever we 
fight. It may not come, that day, for several 
months yet, but no man can read of the com- 
parative losses in recent air fights and doubt 
that the survival of Axis air forces will be but 
temporary. 

In two recent raids over Europe, over Paris 
and Antwerp, American bombers and fighters 
shot down eighty German planes, with a loss 
to our side of only eight: bombers and eight 
fighters. This is a ratio of five for one. 

In the biggest air raid yet staged by the 
Japanese over the Solomons, we shot down 34 
enemy planes to a loss of seven. Again, a ratio 
of five for one. 

Such a proportion of loss—and there seems 
littie reason to doubt the albility of our men to 
Sustain it—means eventual wiping out of the 
Axis air power. We Nave, today, control of the 
Skies over Tunisia and the Mediterranean. Our 
air leaagers are disappointed that so few Ger- 
man planes rise to meet our bombing forays. 
For the more that rise, the more we shoot down. 

Hitler predicated his confidence in world 
conquest on overwhelming force in the air and 
on the relentless might of his armored Panzers 
on the ground. | 

We are wiping his vatinted Luftwaffe, as 
well as the Japanese planes, out of the skies and 
even Berlin concedes our armored troops use 
tanks and anti-tank weapons superior to the 
best the Germans can put out. 

It may take years before the final, complete 
crushing of our foes. But the pattern of their 
end is clearly discernible in the skies.

What of Berlin? 


There is no possibility of knowing the condi- 
tion of Berlin today, following the three heavy 
bombing raids upon the German capital made 
by the RAF in March. 

London reports vast destruction in the fac- 
tory districts, shown by reconnaissance photo- 
graphs taken after the raid on March 1. Thirty 
Berlin factories, entire blocks of business estab- 
lishments and freight yard repair shops were 
among the places utterly smashed, the photos 
show. 

This report, however, refers only to damage 
done in the raid of March 1. There have been 
two more heavy raids since then and, as yet, 
no photographic evidence of destruction has 
been made public. 

Just what the condition of Berlin is today, 
what is the state of public morale there and 
how. badly disrupted the city life may be, is 
impossible to know. German censorship has 
effectively stopped: any news leakage into the 
outside world. This fact itself argues conditions 
must be frightful. 

And Berlin is only one of scores of German 
cities that have tasted the full fury of air 
assault. 

Inside Germany today is a mystery hidden 
beneath the debris of wrecked factories and 
homes, under the smoke of bomb-caused fires. 
Some day that mystery will be fully revealed 
through an explosion of fear-wracked people, 
driven by terror greater even than that for the 
Nazi masters and their Gestapo.

WASHINGTON PARADE

WILLKIE'S GROWTH WASHINGTON, April 11.—After 
reading “One World,’* the new book 
just off the press by Wendell L. Willkie, the conclusion is not 
easily passed up that, next to Mr. Roosevelt himself, the former 
Republican presidential nominee has risen in stature to greater 
heights as a statesman than perhaps any other 

public figure in the country today? 

The book is noteworthy not only for the 
sound philosophy it contains in relation to our 
world responsibilities after the war. It is one 
of the clearest pieces of reporting that has come 
forward in a long time. 

Mr. Willkie, among his other talents, would 
have made a great newspaperman. He has a 
simple style and a direct approach that make 
his writings very readable. 

On the reportorial side, some of the stories 
he told are fascinating. There is the announce- 
ment he made at El Alamein, for example, on 
his way through Egypt: “Rommel has been 
stopped and a beginning has been made in the 

task of throwing the Nazis out of Africa.” 

When the news of that statement came over the cables the 
world got the impression that Willkie was merely spouting loose 
optimism, 

In his book he tells the behind-the-scenes meaning of the 
announcement. It was put out at General Montgomery's request. 
The British commander did not want to release the statement 
himself for fear it would cause the Germans to retreat. Three 
hundred American modern tanks were being unloaded from a ship 
at Port Said and before Rommel ordered the flight of his forces 
General Montgomery wanted the use of these tanks to complete 
the rout. 


MONTGOMERY MOUTHPIECE And yet there was so much 

concern In Cairo and other 
parts of Egypt, not to mention the rest of the Allied world, that 
Montgomery wanted the informatioh of his vietory to get back 
unofficially. He chose Mr. Willkie for the task. 

The picture of conditions he depicted in the Middle East is 
so realistic that one gets the stench of open sewers in the poverty- 
ridden cities through which he passed en route to Russia, 

We are also given a better description of Stalin, the Soviet 
dictator, than anything that has come from the many American 
correspondents in Russia during the latter years. Mr. Willkie de- 
scribes him as a man small in stature, not more than five feet 
four or five inches, with a robust sense of humor; yet capable of 
asking searching questions that resound with the force of a pistol 


shot. 

LIKE TWO PALS. It is an interesting commentary on Mr, 
Wilikie’s breadth of vision that one of his 

Capitalistic leanings should find himself able to get along so fa- 

mously with leaders of the Communistic philosophy. He and “Old 

Joe” Stalin got along together like two long-lost pals. No two 

people could be as far apart in their economic concepts. 

What Mr. Willkie found in Russia should go a long ways toward 
relieving some of our own people of their squeamishness about 
collaboration with the Soviets. Russia, he declared, has a definite 
survival value, not entirely related to our own war effort. 

Neither does he see any reason for American democracy to be 
disturbed by the fear of Russian Communism, “The best answer 
to Communism,” he said, “is a living, vibrant, fearless democracy— 
economic, social and political. No, we do not need to fear Russia, 
We need to learn to work with her.” 


SHRINKING WORLD Traveling 31,000 miles in 49 days in an 

American army bomber gave Mr. Will- 
kie the idea for the title of his book. China, he found, is no farther 
away by plane than New York is to California by train. The 
scientific elimination of distances has made the world one people 
in their common problems. 

Condemning the old isolationist elements in both major parties, 
he emphasizes that the necessity tor all the peoples of the United 
Nations to learn to understand each other and to work ,together 
after the war as well as now is a matter of the gravest importance. 

“The cementing force of common danger,” he writes, “should 
be permitted to work now; it cannot work in the future when 
the danger is past. 

“While we fight,” he wrote in the same connection, “we must 
develop a mechanism of working together that will survive after 
the fighting is over. Unless this is done, the hope for peace in 
the future goes into the discard.”

The art of living is not an inherited instinct: it must be taught. 
If children are permitted to eat without guidance, they eat only the 
things they like. and their choice is seldom wise.

A Fine Job deavor and unflagging in his zeal, has 
pitched in and got a head start as president of the Southern 
League. 

Evans, working without a secretary, has found time to 
develop a series of interesting stories for newspaper con- 
sumption and, to top it off, write a manual covering the 
playing and umpiring end of the game. 

In both cases he has rendered service beyond the 
contract, as the saying is. His Southern League pub- 
licity service is without parallel in baseball. Worthy 
as it is, however, it doesn’t compare with his efforts 
to improve all departments of baseball in the South- 
ern League. | 

His manual, titled “Southern Association Regula- 
tions,” is dedicated to the directors of the Southern 
Association and its public, “in the hope that it will 
promote a better and more-efficient brand of base- 
ball and umpiring.” cs 

Evans points out that “the Southern Association for 
the first time will in 1943 operate under standardized regu- 
lations as to rules, procedure of play, managers, players 
and umpires.” | 

All members of the umpiring staff are to operate in 
the same manner and use the same interpretation of the 
playing rules. That’s a refreshing thought, eh, mates? _ 

Evans is instructing the umpires to use a lot of plain 
common sense. And his booklet, as he explains, was con- 
ceived “in the hope that it will create better understand- 
ing between the owners, press, managers, players and 
umpires” and the whole aim is for a greater and 


better-satisfied public.
